Do Euclid Avenue Property Own- 
ers Want. a Narrow Roadway 
on East Side of Avenue? Mat- 
ter Before Council Monday. 





Euclid avenue and the proposed 
improvement of same was the main 
topic: before the city council Mon- 
day evening, for the members are 
in a quandary as to just what the 
people on Euclid want in the way of 
an improvement. 


A committee from the chamber 
of commerce recently interviewed 
al¥ resident property owners along! 
the avenue to get their opinion on 
improving the avenue, the result of 
which was that the committee found 
the vast majori@y wanted the work 
done. The estimated cost to prop- 
erty owners as given by~ the. com- 
mittee was as follows: 


For third ten acres from Buclid 
avenue on east side $180, second ten 
from Euclid on both sides of avenue, 
$470, and for the first ten both 
sides avenue, $970. 

As the above figures are based 
on the plan of ,making the roadway 
on the east sidé of the avenue more 
narrow than the driveway on the 
west side, and the city council 
finds that if the roadway on the 
east side is made as wide as that 
on the west side it will increase 
the above estimated cost. by 23 per 
cent,

San Bernardino Sun: Two months 

have elapsed since W. M. Bristol, or- 
ange grower, poet and dreamer of 
East Highlands, gave the Sun the 
first installment of the story of the 
conception and development of his 
plan for a modern picnic ground in 
Cajon Pass. 
It told of a welcoming arch to be 
erected by the Automobile Club of 
Southern California, of concrete ta- 
bles and benches, of rustic stone 
walls, with columns carrying tablets 
with various inscriptions, and of oth- 
er features having practical and util- 
jtarian aspects. At the request of 
the Sun, Mr. Bristol gives today the 
second chapter of the story, which 
shows that the project has passed 
the tentative stage and that the as- 
gembling of materials for construc- 
tion ig well under way. 

It is not generally known that Mr. 
Bristol asked for and brought about 
the erection of the new Santa Fe 
station at East Highlands, designing 
the edifice and building with his own 
hands the big outside chimney of 
blue granite with the Santa Fe em- 
lplem—the Greek cross in a circle— 
as an inset in its face. He was given 
a free hand by the railway people 
and the picturesque new station cost- 
ing about $10,000, is the result. It 
may be assumed that the same artis- 
tic lines will be apparent at Camp 
Cajon. 

In a few days Mr. Bristol will 
ltransfer his headquarters to the 
campsite, taking with him two of 
the stone masons employed by him 
jon the East Highlands station, and

In telling the second installment 
of -a story a newspaper man al- 
ways recites briefly the main points 
of the first. I will follow the prece- 
dent. 

In December, 1917, .the pioneers 
of San Bernardino valley unveiled 
and dedicated a monument marking 
the junction of the old Santa Fe 
trail with the Salt Lake trail in 
Cajon Pass. After the ceremonies 
the assembled throng adjourned to 
the Willow grove _ bordering the 
highway above the monument .and 
partook of a camp dinner, sitting 
and eating on the ground. It was 
there that the plan to build con- 
crete tables and seats in the grove 
was conceived. The project was 
held in abeyance because of the 
war, but, with the signing of the 
armistice, it was revived and, like 
a rolling snowball, it has increased 
its proportions as it moves along. 
The proposed arch, to carry wel- 
come and_ farewell greetings, will 
not be built because the state high- 
way commission disapproves of 
arches over the public roads. It is 
hoped, however, that means may be 
found to erect a public rest room 
at the camp which will afford places 
for the signs which were to have 
adorned the arch. 

The foremost attractions at a] 
camp ground, are, of course, the 
conveniences for eating. At Camp 
Cajon these are to be provided in 
the form.of twenty concrete tables 
with seats for eight people at each 
and with concrete fireplaces near- 
by. The tables will be circular, five 
feet in diameter and so constructed 
as to be proof against everything ex- 
cept a vandal sledge hammer. The 
seats will also be of concrete and 
will be anchored by a concrete floor 
connecting them with the pase of 
the table. Each table with its seats 
and floor will weigh approximately 
three tons. | 

Have Legends Many 

The’ money for the construction 
of the tables is being contributed 
by the various towns and commu- 
nities of the county, as well as by | 
different organizations and groups 
lof individuals. Embedded in the 
center of each table will be a round | 
'metal tablet 12 inches in diameter) 
bearing an_ inscription chosen by 
those who contribute the table. The! 
table provided by the San Bernar- 
dino chamber of commerce, for eXx-| 
ample, will carry the legend, “20 
miles to San Bernardino, the Gate 
|City and home of the National Or- 
ange Show.” The Redlands tablet 
will read, “30 miles to Redlands, its | 
free auto camp and famous Smiley | 
Heights.” Chino will be there with | 
“47 miles southwest, Chino, where 
everything grows.” Upland will say, 
“95 miles oceanward to Upland and 
its famous Euclid avenue.” Eti- 
wanda’s legend will be ‘29 miles 
westward to beautiful Etiwanda, 
home of the grape and the lemon.” 
Fontaha will allege, “23 miles to 
Fontana, the largest orange grove
